serve three years in prison. 
Carolyn Leé, a 23-year- 
old resident of York, Maine, 
was. sentenced Nov. 17 to 
eight years in prison — with 
all but three years suspended

ter by York County Superior 


Court Judge Wayne Doug- 
las. Lee also received addi- 
tional three-year sentences, 
to be served concurrently,

17 More School Fountains Shutoff 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
Water fountains at North 
Quincy High School~ and 
Lincoln-Hancock Elemen- 
tary School have been’ shut- 


off and will be replaced after 


testing revealed lead levels 
exceeding state limits. 

School officials on Nov. 
16 released the final set of 
test results from water sam- 
ples collected earlier this 
fall. 

Thirteen fountains at 
North and four at Lincoln- 
Hancock had lead levels 
exceeding the state action 
level of 15 parts per billion 
(ppb) of lead. 

Four of the fountains at 
North had lead concentra- 
tions of 16 ppb, two had 17 
ppb, and two had 36 ppb; 
the remaining fountains had 
lead concentrations of 19, 
22, 25, 46 and 86 ppb. . 

The four fountains at 
Lincoln-Hancock had lead 
concentrations of 22,71, 74 
and 790-ppb. The sink with 
790 ppb lead also had 2,000 
ppb of copper, which is 
above the 1,300 ppb action 
level for that heavy metal. 


In addition, six sinks at 
North and 21 at Lincoln- 
Hancock had lead or cop- 
per concentrations above 
their respective action lev- 
els. Those sinks have been 
labeled for hand washing 
only; officials have said 
there is no risk for exposure 
because the skin does not 
absorb lead and copper. 

Results of sampling at 
Quincy High Schools and 
the GOALS building were 
included in the last batch of 
results. One sink at Quincy 
High was labeled for hand 
washing only after testing 


showed concentrations of © 


lead or copper exceeded the 
state action level. No sinks 


or fountains at the GOALS . 


building tested above the ac- 
tion level. 

Fountains at five other 
schools were previously 
shutoff after testing showed 
lead levels wigan the 
state limit. 

‘Three fountains were 
shutoff at Merrymount, two 
at Squantum, two at Bernaz- 


zani, one at Parker hs one - 


at Atlantic. 


Officials plan to repair 
or replace all fountains with 
lead levels above the state 
limit. Temporary replace- 
ment bubblers have been 
provided for buildings with 
10 or fewer functioning 
fountains while repairs are 
underway. . 

Lead or copper levels in 
sinks at 11 schools in addi- 
tion to the those identified 
Nov. 16 were found to ex- 
ceed the state limit and were 
labeled as hand washing 
only. They include 11 sinks 


each at Bernazzani and 


Snug Harbor, 10 at Squan- 
tum, eight each at Mer- 


rymount and Beechwood |

Knoll, seven at Wollaston, 
five each at Montclair and . 
Sterling, three at Atlantic, 
two at Broad Meadows and 
one at Parker. 

All of the sinks and foun- 
tains at Atherton Hough, 
Clifford Marshall, Point 
Webster, Central and. the 
Della Chiesa Early Child- 
hood Center checked out 


Officials in August an- 
nounced every fountain and 
sink in the city’s schools 
would be tested for lead 
and copper as part of a $2 
million state initiative. The 
samples were collected dur- 
ing September and October.

tients. Many will put their 
own safety and health in 
jeopardy to assist a patient, 
and some in healthcare pro- 


fessions deem violence to be 


“part of the job.” Healthcare 
workers also identify that 
many injuries caused by pa- 
tients are unintentional, and 


subsequently likely to ac- 


cept them as unavoidable. 


Another consideration is - 
_ reluctance among healthcare 


workers to stigmatize the of- 


fenders due to their illness - 


or impairment. Healthcare 
is also evolving in ways that 
increase the challenge. For 
example, reduced funding 
for mental health services 


- has increased the frequency 


of severely violent patients 
using emergency depart- 
ments rather than more spe- 
cialized facilities for treat- 
ment. 

Workplace violence 
comes at a high cost. If an 
employee necessitates medi- 
cal treatment or misses work 
because of a workplace in- 
jury, workers’ compensation 
insurance will typically have 
to pay the cost. Violence can 
also lead to other less obvi- 
ous costs. 

For example: 

* Caregiver fatigue, inju- 
ry, and stress are linked to a 


higher risk of medication er- 


rors and patient infections. 

¢ Studies have found 
higher patient satisfaction 
levels in hospitals where 


fewer nurses are dissatisfied 


or burned out. 


¢ Injuries and stress are 


common elements that drive 
some caregivers to leave the 


profession. The estimated. 
‘ cost of replacing a nurse is 


$27,000 to $103,000. This 


cost includes separation, re- 
cruiting, hiring, orientation, 
and training. Some estimates 
also account for lost produc- 
tivity while a replacement is 
hired and trained.

Toyota and many other scamittiacbert have updated their. 
recommendations over the years. Under normal conditions, 
the fluid should be checked regularly and changed if it shows 
signs of discoloration and wear. If the car is driven more ag- 
gressively the fluid should be changed every 36 months. If 
the fluid looks okay, leave it in the car. If the fluid is dark 
and burnt have it replaced. 

I have been following your inate about Subaru 
" batteries and I have been told, and have experienced, 
tnat if a modern car is allowed to stand unused for about 
two weeks that the battery will drain to zero and not 


start the engine. The explanation given by my very com- 


petent mechanic is that the computer is programmed to 


let this happen. Is this some safety feature or are the car 
manufactures partners with battery companies? 

Cars today have so many electronics in them that it can 
bea burden to the cars battery. In most cases, the electron- 
ics are designed to go into a “sleep” mode to minimize the 
chance of a discharged battery. Most cars will easily be able 
to sit for three weeks, and in some cases more, without the 
battery becoming fully discharged. In fact the car’s com- 
_ puter is programed not to let this happen and in many cases 
will shut down power robbing systems. Regarding your car 
I would have it tested just to be sure all the systems are okay 
and shutting down properly. 

We have a 1997 Isuzu 4X4 pickup with a small plow 


that we have used in winter. We have put in new battery 


cables, a new alternator, and a new battery. If the head- 
lights or heater are on while we are plowing, the truck 
will start sputtering and quit within 30 minutes and the 
battery will be dead.

near home (south of Boston) the problem comes back. Is 
the problem the gas or is it a mechanicai issue? __- 

Subaru use a very tight tolerance air/fuel sensor and de- 
pending on fuel blends and ethanol content the idle can vary 
a bit when the idle is cold. This is a normal condition of 
these models and doesn’t require any repair. The gasoline in 
Massachusetts uses 10 percent ethanol, the difference could 
be the ethanol content of gasoline in Maine. 

It is that time of year that I put my lawnmower away 
and always wonder what to do with the leftover gaso- 
line in my five-gallon gas cans, I few year back I tried to

In a few weeks 
your old gasoline should be gone and you won’t cause any 
harm to your engine or the environment.

Granite Ball: 
The Prequel | 


all this the Granite Ball — the Prequel. 

A few weeks ago we covered the move of the 
Granite Ball to its new location as the centerpiece of the 
Walk of Names under construction outside ad Hall.” 

But that got us thinking. 

How did this gleaming granite sphere come to be and 
how did it get to City Hall in the first place in 1925? . 
Thanks go out to.Al Bina of the Quincy Quarry and 
Granite Workers Museum and rigger Alie Shaughnessy 
for shedding some light on these questions. 

Here’s a little history on the ball itself from Al. 

_ The genesis of the gazing ball came from a 25-ton of 
extra dark Quincy granite. It was donated by Jonathan 


Swingle who donated the granite for Quincy’s tercenten-— 


nial celebration. 

In the early 1900s, Jonathan Swingle puichuted three 
small adjacent quarries in West Quincy: Reinhalter, Elock 
and the Mannex quarries and over the years merged the 


three into one quarry called Swingle’s. The- granite for 


the ball came from the Elock side of Swingle’s quarry. 

The 25-ton of extra dark Quincy granite was shipped 
to the Quincy Column Turning Company that was locat- 
ed at 338 Water St., Quincy. The block was then rough- 
cut by hand which brought the sphere to about 10 tons. 
After finishing and polishing on the lathe the final weight 
was 20,000 pounds — or 10 tons. Other estimates peg the 
ball at 9 % tons. 

The hydraulic crane that was used to lift the ball and 
place it in the Walk of Names center put the weight at 
20,000 tons. 

The granite ball was originally ones next to old City 
Hallin 1925. | 

But that was not the only location considered for the 
sphere. 

In February of 1925, Joseph Walker, president of the 
Granite Manufacturers Association, advocated plac- 
ing the tercentennial granite ball on the grounds of the 
Thomas Crane Public Library as a tribute to the memory 
of Thomas Crane, one of Quincy’s earliest and most suc- 
_ cessful pioneers of the granite industry. _ 

The next month, in early March of 1925, Quincy May- 
or Perley Barbour told the Federation of Women’s Clubs 
that the Memorial Ball would probably be erected on Ad- 
ams Street near the Presidents Bridge. 

Later that same month, Chester I. Campbell, a promi- 
nent city resident in granite manufacturing, proposed 
placing the ball on the plot of land at the north entrance 
to Quincy just south of the Neponset River Bridge and 


on land which lies beneath the boulevard and Hancock - 


Street. 

But in the end; with the support of the City Council 
and Mayor, the ball was placed just outside one of the 
windows of City Hall — about 25 yards away from where 
it is. today. 

The effort to move the ball from West Quincy to City 
Hall was nothing short of an engineering marvel. 
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dered back to City Hall by then Mayor William Phelan. 

Alie Shaughnessy’s great-grandfather, John J. Shaugh- 
nessy, helped move the ball back in 1925. John’s son, 
Herbert, who lived on Samoset Street in Cosy, 
lended a hand. 

Alie, who was there a few weeks ago to assist moving 
the ball from the edge of McIntyre Mall to its present 
location with the help of a 100-ton hydraulic crane, says 
the original move to City Hall required riggers, timbers 
and probably a tractor. : 

“I’m not sure how many riggers helped move the ball 
the first time — there was nothing hydraulic — and it was all 
12 x 12 timbers, chains and ropes,” Alie says. “In 1925, 
they used chain-driven Mac tractors or Sterling tractors. 
They winched it up on board a tractor — not a trailer — and 
it was a chain-driven gasoline-powered tractor.” 

He speculates the move tdok at least five days to com- 
plete. 

“They had to cut the timbers to size — stand the tim- 
bers up — secure the timbers, place the chain falls and 
wrap it with rope. It took about a week to move it — and 
that included the gallows (wooden suspension frame), 
rigging it, up on the truck, drive it here, rebuild the gal- 
lows, unload it and set it in place.” 

Quite a contrast to the crane lift the ball a few weeks 
ago which took about a half day to complete.

Seasonal affective disor- 


der; or SAD, is a classifica- - 


tion of depression that oc- 
curs during the same season 
each year. You may have 


SAD if you experienced de- . 


pression during the last two 
winters but felt considerably: 
improved in the spring and 
summer. SAD is occasional- 
ly called winter depression 
or seasonal depression. 

‘Anyone can experience 
SAD, but it’s more likely to 
occur in: 

* Women. 

¢ People who live far 
from the equator, where 
winter daylight hours are 
very brief. 

¢ People between the 


ages of 15 and 55. The risk - 


of getting SAD for the first 
time decreases as you age. 

¢ People who have aclose 
relative with SAD. 
~ Researchers aren’t sure 
what causes SAD, but they 
think it may be triggered 


by a lack of sunlight. The - 


thought is that this lack of 
sunlight may: 

* Disrupt your “biologi- 
cal clock,” which controls 
your sleep-wake pattern and 
other circadian rhythms. 
Circadian rhythms are the 
24-hour cycles of physical 
and ‘mental changes that 
are driven by your body’s 
“biological clock.” They 
are. influenced both by is- 
sues inside your body and 
by things in your environ- 
ment, especially light. Your 
circadian rhythms affect 
your sleep-wake cycle, your 
body temperature, and other 
significant body functions. 


¢ Cause dilemmas with ~ 


- serotonin, a neurotransmit- 
ter that affects mood. Neu- 


rotransmitters are chemicals © 
" produced by the nerve cells 


in the brain that convey mes- 
sages back and forth across 
the space between the cells 


(synapse). When the normal 
‘balance of these neurotrans- 


mitters is disrupted, head- 
ache, depression, or other 
mental health problems may 
develop. The neurotransmit- 
ters that are thought to play 
a role in mental functioning 
are serotonin, norepineph- 


Tine, dopamine, and gamma- 


aminobutyric acid (GABA). 
If you experience SAD, 


"you may: 


¢ Feel sad, grumpy, 
moody, or anxious. 

¢ Lose interest in your 
routine activities. 

© Eat more and crave car- 
bohydrates, such as bread 
and pasta. 

¢ Gain weight. 
¢ Sleep more but still feel 
*Have difficulty concen- 
trating. 

Symptoms of SAD come 
and go at about the same 
time each year. The majority 
of people with SAD start to 
have symptoms in Septem- 
ber or October and feel bet- 
ter by April or May. It can 
sometimes be hard to dif- 
ferentiate between SAD and 
other varieties of depression 
because many of the symp- 
toms are similar. To diag- 
nose SAD, your doctor will 
inquire if: 

¢ You have been depressed 
during the same season and 
have gotten better when the 
seasons Changed for at least 
2. years in a row. 

¢ You have symptoms 
that often occur with SAD, 
such as being very hungry 


"(especially craving carbohy- 


drates), gaining weight, and 
sleeping more than usual. 


¢ A close relative-a par-- 


ent, brother, or sister-has 
had SAD. 

Your health care pro- 
vider may order blood tests 
to rule out other conditions 
that can cause comparable 
symptoms, such as low thy- 
roid (hypothyroidism). Your 
doctor may also conduct a 
mental health assessment 
to get a better idea of your 
emotional health status. 

Light therapy is the chief 
treatment for SAD. Medi- 
cines and counseling may 
also ‘be beneficial. Experts 
think light therapy works 


by resetting your biologi- 


cal clock. It helps a good 
number of people who have 
SAD, and is simple to use. 
There are two types of light 
therapy: 

* Bright light treatment. 
For this treatment, you place 
the light box at a certain dis- 


tance from you on a desk 


or table, and then you sit in 


front of it while you read, 


eat breakfast, or work at a 
computer. 

¢ Dawn simulation. For 
this treatment, a dim light

goes on in the morning > 


while. you sleep, and it gets 


brighter over time, like a. 


sunrise. : 
_ Light boxes use fluores- 
cent lights that are brighter 
than indoor lights but not 
as bright as sunlight. Ultra- 
violet lights, full-spectrum 
lights, tanning lamps, and 
heat lamps are not appropri- 
ate and should not be used. 
Light therapy is usually pre- 
scribed for a time span of 30 


minutes up to 2 hours a day. 


The strength of the light and 
the length of time: you have 


- been doing the therapy, dic- 


tates the amount of therapy 
time. You may start to feel 


better within a week cr so 


after you start light therapy, 
however it is necessary to 
stay with it and use it every 
day until the season chang- 


~es. If you fail to do this, 


your depression could come 
back. 


Antidepressant medi- 


" cines have been successfully 


used to treat patients suffer- 
ing from SAD. They may be 


_ used alone or in combination 


with light therapy. The most 


common ones prescribed for 
SAD include: 

¢ Selective serotonin 
reuptake inhibitors (SSRIs), 
such as paroxetine (Paxil) 
and sertraline (Zoloft). SS- 
Ris are usually tried first. 

¢ Other antidepressants, 
such as bupropion (Well- 
butrin) and venlafaxine (Ef- 
fexor). 

‘If your doctor orders an 
antidepressant, be certain 
to take it the way it was 
prescribed. Stopping — the 
medicine suddenly, could 
cause side effects or exacer- 


‘bate your depression. When 


you are ready to discontinue 
the medicine, your doctor 
can assist you with slowly 
reducing the dose to avoid 
problems. 

Counseling may also 
have a role in treating sea- 
sonal affective disorder. Par- 


ticular modes of counseling, 


such as cognitive-behavior- 
al therapy and interpersonal 
therapy, can aide in learn- 


ing more about SAD, how - 


to manage symptoms, and 
how to help prevent future

episodes. 

There are many things 
one can do to help ward off 
the effects of seasonal affec- 
tive disorder Regular exer- 
cise is one of the best things 
you can do for yourself. Ob- 


taining more sunlight may 


help too, so it is beneficial to 
get outside to exercise when 
the sun is shining. Being 
active during the daylight 


‘hours, especially early in 


the day, may help you have 
more energy and feel less 
depressed. 

Moderate exercise is safe 
for most people. But it’s al- 
ways a good idea to talk to 
your doctor before you start 
an exercise program.

On Sunday, Nov. 27, at approximately 1:43 a.m., Officer 
Mark Connolly was on routine patrol traveling northbound 
on Quincy Shore Drive when he observed a young woman 
sitting in a fetal position by the side of the road. She was 


crying, shivering, and was not wearing a coat. The tem- 


perature was approximately 40 degrees. 

_ Officer Connolly pulled over to check on the welfare of 
the woman. As he pulled over, the woman ran to his passen- 
ger side window and began to cry. She was very upset, slur- 
ring her words and appeared unsteady on her feet, using the 
window frame to hold herself up. The woman told the offi- 


‘cer she was out drinking with a coworker in Quincy earlier 


in the night, but did not know the name of establishment. 
She ordered an Uber to drop her off in Quincy Point but the 
driver stopped on Wollaston Beach near the Beachcomber 
and told her to get out. Although she wouldn’t elaborate on 
why he told her that, she stated she was upset because all of 


_ her friends had recently passed away. 


.. The woman was offered the services of a taxi but she 
declined the offer. Fearing for the safety of the woman, Of-. 


ficer Connolly offered the woman a ride home and she ac- 
- cepted this. The woman returned to the sea wall and started 


picking up items strewn about the sidewalk and then got in 
the backseat. The officer saw her phone on the ground and 
picked it up for her. 

During the initial ride to her home, the woman was 
friendly and talkative explaining she grew up in Quincy, 
moved away and just returned to live with her brother and 
mother. When asked what her mother’s name was, she 
paused and stated she was unsure which first name she uses. 
She then stated a few different names but remained unsure 
of the actual name. The woman said she was initially upset 
because a friend had been killed a few years ago. 


_ As the officer pulled up to her home, he told her he 
would be right back because he first wanted to make sure 
her mother was home. As Officer Connolly explained what — 


occurred to the woman’s mother, he heard loud screaming 
and banging sounds coming from the cruiser, which turned 
out to be the woman trying to kick out the cruiser window 
and door. The officer opened the door and attempted to 
calm her, explaining he was there just to drop her off and 
everything would be ok. The woman angrily demanded the 
officer’s badge number, which he gave to her. 

As her mother tried to calm her, the woman began to 
walk with her mother back toward the house. Believing that 


the woman was now in safe hands, the officer got into his 


cruiser and pulled away from the home. He only got a few 
yards away when he saw the woman run up next to the pas- 
senger side door and strike the window with her hand. As. 


the officer stopped his cruiser, the woman struck the side - 


view mirror, snapping it into a forward position, and 55 
ceeded to open the front passenger door.

Norton, who was a mem- 
ber of the Citizens Flag. Al- 
liance, voiced objection to 


those who burn or stomp 


on the flag that represents 
the sacrifices of those who 
fought for. the freedoms that 
we enjoy.

Followirig the Pledge of 
Allegiance led by Richard 
Keane and the singing of the 
National Anthem, Quincy 
Veterans Services Director 
George Nicholson recog- 
nized the World War II vet- 


erans and their families in . 


attendance at the ceremony. 
He talked of how the world 


we know today was shaped | 
‘due to the action taken by 
the U.S. in the wake of the 


Pearl Harbor attack. 
“We’re .commemorating 
not just the loss of so many

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School System Facing 


$112K Budget Shortfall

The school department 
is facing a $112,000 budget 
shortfall that could increase. 
up to $150,000 due to some 
new staff positions. 

Emily Lebo informed 
her school committee col- 
leagues on Dec. 7 that dur- 
ing last month’s budget and 
finance subcommittee meet- 
ing, the district’s business 
director James Mullaney 
explained that two _class- 
room positions, a half-time 
technology position and a 
nursing position are not cov- 
ered under this year’s school 
budget. 


A kindergarten teacher at - 


Beechwood Knoll School, a 


- grade one teacher at Squan- 
tum School and part-time 


middle school technology 
staffers are the issue, accord- 
ing to Lebo, who chairs the 
budget and finance subcom- 
mittee. These positions, she 
explained, are not budgeted 
for this year and are result- 
ing in a $112,000 deficit.. 

_ Additionally, 
from ~ the Quincy Teen 
Mothers program, currently 
assigned to Central Middle 
School, will retire at the end 
of this month. Lebo said 
this position is covered in 
this ‘year’s spending plan 


through this month. How- 


ever, if the nursing position 
were to be filled to continue 
through the remainder of 
the school year, the deficit 
would increase to $150,000, 
according to Lebo.

Perhaps using the Quincy Police Marine Boat to take 
Santa and his Elves to the Public Landing in Houghs. 


Neck. Then transport the festive foursome by fire truck — 


to a new greeting area in Quincy Center. 

The city has done a spectacular job of building up the 
“Lighting up the Holidays” event that is held the Friday 
night after Thanksgiving. This year’s ceremony drew one 
of the largest crowds ever. Those who did attend were 
treated to not one tree-lighting but several in the area of 
the Hancock-Adams Green (park) site under construction 
between City Hall and United First Parish Church. 

Three Christmas trees are lined up in a row on the 
closed portion of Hancock Street — they remind some of 
the “three sisters” lighthouses that once dotted the shore 
near Eastham on Cape Cod. 


The Hancock-Adams Green site would be the perfect 


location for Santa and his Elves to arrive by fire truck 


the Saturday afternoon after the tree lighting. The area is _ 
large enough — and safe enough — for all to enjoy. 


The parachute accident that occurred Dec. 3 was not 
the first in the 40-year history of Santa’s air arrival. 

Before the event was moved to Pageant Field, the 
parachute drop was held‘at Faxon Field adjacent to Quin- 
cy High School. One year — probably at least 20 years 
ago — one of the elves was blown off course and landed 
on Coddington. Street hitting a car. ee the para- 
chutist was not injured. 

But 20 years ago — in a totally separate situation — 
tragedy did strike a parachuting exhibition. 

In 1996, four skydivers dressed like Elvis in fringed 
jumpsuits were hired to sky dive and land at the opening 
of a nightclub at Marina Bay. They were supposed to land 
at the club’s adjacent parking lot. ~ 

They never made it. They were blown off course. Two 


‘landed in the water. Two others crash landed at the Savin 
_ Hill Yacht Club. 


One 41-year-old “Flying Elvis” from Las Vegas died 
the next day of head and chest injuries. Another “Flying 
Elvis” — James Bozarth, then 42 and also of Las Vegas 
—. suffered a broken back and shattered tailbone in the 
ill-fated exhibition. 

I visited Bozarth in his room at Boston City Hospital 
where he was hospitalized after the accident. 

He was asked if he and other skydivers had taken all 
of the safety precautions the night of the jump. 


“We thought we did,” he answered. “At an exhibition .

Bozarth, at the time of the interview, said he thought.

- While there have been more than 30 jumps in the 40- 
year history of this tradition (some were postponed due ff 
to inclement weather) the fact remains there have now 
been two close calls. And nobody wants a repeat of what 
happened at Marina Bay to occur at Pageant Field. Ever. § 

We know skydiving is a part of many people’s lives. 
They take precautions and do everything possible to stay 
safe. But the weather can be unpredictable in New Eng- _ 
land and that can leave the most experienced skydiver 
vulnerable. 

We also know that Santa and his Elves don’t want to 
disappoint the kids who gather at Pageant Field every 
year to greet them. Once they safely land, kids ring the 
target area and shout with joy looking to get share a mo- 
ment with their — heroes. 

But this year’s accident really underscores the unpre- 
dictability of skydiving. 

Within minutes of this year’s hard landing, the vid-. 
eo of Santa was uploaded to the internet and probably 
viewed thousands of times.. The. accident was reported 
by media including The Quincy Sun who had a photog-

But we think the decision’ should be made to ground 
Santa’s arrival by parachute starting next year. Allowed 
to.continue, an accident will always be on the minds of 
many who attend this event.

~ And perish the thought of reporting if one of these 
drops has a similar outcome as that summer night 20 
years ago at Marina Bay.

Stuffed Calamari 


By MARIE 
On Christmas Eve it is a tradition in 
many families to-gather together and enjoy 
the Feast of Seven Fishes. But I am only 
going to make two versions and one is go- 
ing to be stuffed calamari (squid). and I will 
serve it over favorite pasta. This dish is al- 
ways a favorite with my family. 

Calamari can be made ahead of time and 
then heated the day they are going to be 
used. I have used today’s recipe numerous 
times, but today’s recipe will include scal- 
lops in the stuffing. 

Stuffed Calamari for Christmas Eve | 

(A Christmas Tradition) 


Ingredients for Stuffed Calamari 

6 to 8 calamari, (preferably cleaned) or 
the amount you will need. (Three to four 
inches long is the best size because the 
small ones are too-hard to stuff.) 

Filling: 

Combine: 

1 cup of Panko baba crumbs or a half 
slice of soaked bread for each squid you 
will stuff ; 

4 teaspoons basil 

1/2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

2 tablespoons of tomato sauce 

3 large scallops finely chopped 

If the mixture is dry add a bit of water 


until it is a consistency that will easily go 
into the squid. 

Mix all of the above ingredients together 
until well blended. Rinse out squid (try to 
buy the ones already cleaned) and stuff each 


‘one about % full and secure with a sturdy 


toothpick putting the toothpick on the top 
so the filling will have a chance to expand. 
After these are filled set them aside. In the 
event that you won’t be cooking them right 
away you can put them in a container and 
freeze theme as they are or put them right 
in the sauce.

I grew up living in a fu- 

neral home and my family

After a long walk around 
Reykjavik in the dark— 
and several cups of coffee 


— we visited one of Reyk- - 


javik’s public. swimming 
pools. What better way to 
immerse ourselves in Ice- 
landic culture than to swim 
in the warmth of a pool pip- 
ing steam outside in frigid 
temps? © 

We enjoyed our first din- 
ner at Grillmarkadurinn, 
known as a “culinary: treat 
for customers, where Icelan- 
dic heritage and the modern 
age meet.” The atmosphere 
was authentic Iceland, with 
architecture and decor in- 
spired by Icelandic nature 
and locally produced fare. 
It was our first experience 
with Icelandic cuisine, with 
a menu featuring fare in- 
cluding whale, reindeer, 
puffins and goose. After 


being. together and travel- 


ing for over 30 hours, we 
still could not help but think 
what a miracle it was for all 
of.us to be together in that 
moment, making memories 
and feeling grateful. It was 
a relaxing and reflective din- 
ing experience. 

The Blue Lagoon, one 
of the most visited attrac- 
tions in Iceland and one of 


‘the 25 natural wonders of 


the world, did not disap- 
point! This must-experience 
geothermal spa, located just 
45 minutes from Reykjavik, 
was so amazing, we spent 
the entire day floating and 
rélaxing in the lagoon. The 
the steamy hot silica, algae 
and mineral waters origi- 
nate 2,000 meters below the 
surface of the earth, where 
freshwater and seawater 
combine at extreme tem- 
peratures. Guests are pro- 
vided bathrobes, towels and 
flip flops, which are worn 
to Blue Lagoon’s modern 
designed, lava wall restau- 
rant LAVA. After lunch, we 
returned to the inviting hot 
waters of the lagoon where 
we were treated to natural 
mud facial masks. 

Another can’t miss in 
Iceland is the “About the 
Food” sightseeing tour, the 
perfect way to emerge your- 
self in the Icelandic food 
culture. Our family spent 
over 5 hours with our own 
private Icelandic native tour 
guide, Bjorn, who walked 
us all around Reykjavik to 
different restaurants with 
exclusive food and bever- 
age samples.

geothermal field where we 
witnessed multiple, amazing 
geyser eruptions, and visited 
the Gullfloss Waterfall, a 
two drop waterfall and one 


of Iceland’s major natural 


attractions. 

During our exploration 
of Reykjavik, we visited 
Hallgrimskirkja Cathedral, 
the largest. Lutheran Church 
of Iceland and one of the 
tallest buildings in the city. 
The cathedral, that features 


‘an enormous pipe organ and 


organ inspired architecture, 


‘took over 40 years to com- 


plete. It stands high atop 


a hill in the heart of Reyk- i 


javik center. We took an 
elevator to the observation 
tower, where the whistling, 
frigid winds limit the time 
you can spend viewing the 
exceptional, breathtaking 
panoramic views of the city, 
bay and mountains. 

Other places we explored

We visited the picturesque 
Hofdi House in Reykjavik, 
located halfway between 
Moscow and  Washing- 
ton, D.C., where President

bachev met at the Reykjavik 


Summit in October, 1986. 


And, of course, we shopped 
in downtown Reykjavik, 
where the streets lined with 
shops and boutiques offer- 
ing chic fashion, books, 
souvenirs, art, winter wear 
and, of course, the popular 
hand-knit wool Icelandic 
sweaters. 

Our family set out twice 
in the hopes of hunting 
down the Arora Borealis, 
also known as the Northern 
Lights.

New Computers, 
Buses Coming | 
_ To Public Schools

Santa Claus made an ear- 
ly stop in Quincy, bringing 
over 700 new computers, 
buses and other technology 
and infrastructure upgrades 
to the city’s public schools. 

. The school department’s 
business director James 


- Mullaney and Keith Segalla, 


executive director of career 
and technical education, in- 
formed the school commit- 
tee on Dec. 7 the district has 
received $1.8 million .as part 
of this year’s capital im- 
provement plan upgrades. 


The funding allows ‘the 
“purchase of computers and 


related equipment for class- 
rooms and labs, interactive 
whiteboards with  short- 
throw projectors, fiber lines, 
a new phone system and 10 
new buses. 

“Christmas has come a 


' bit early for the Quincy Pub- 


lic Schools,” Segalla said. 

Mullaney explained the 
majority of the funding is 
from Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
five-year capital plan of up- 
grades throughout the city 
including the city’s schools. 
Most of the money is fund- 
ing new technology. 

“Five hundred thousand 


-(dollars).is' for. equipment. . 


and transportation and $1.3 
million is going for technol- 
ogy,” he said. 

A total of 280 new class- 
room computers will re- 
place aging computers in all 


the district’s schools, except — 


Sterling Middle, including 
the early childhood center. 
New technology labs - are 
coming to Lincoln-Han- 


cock, Parker, Snug Harbor ~ 


and Squantum elementary 
schools, Atlantic and Point 
Webster middle schools and 
North Quincy High School. 

New mobile labs featur- 
ing Chromebook laptops 
will be coming to the early 
childhood center, . Clifford 
Marshall, Lincoln-Hancock, 


Montclair and Snug Harbor - 


elementary schools and At- 
lantic and Sterling middle 
schools. The mobile labs are 


187 Chromebooks and carts, 
and 17 Apple iMac comput- 
ers. | 
“This (new computers) 
will help prepare students 
for the MCAS 2.0 in the 
spring,” Segalla said. This is

the district will receive 82 


classroom whiteboards with 
short-throw projectors in 
all the elementary schools,

_ New fiber lines will be 
installed in the district’s 


nine remaining schools that 


don’t yet have them. 

“This is the technology 
backbone,” Mullaney said 
of the fiber lines. These lines 
offer faster ‘internet down- 
loads and uploads compared 
to traditional copper phone 
lines. 

The schools will also be 
receiving new telephone 
systems replacing < aging 
phones. 
ee district will. soon 
have new 10 new buses add- 
ed to the fleet. Two, 72-seat 
buses, seven mini-buses and 
one wheelchair accessible 
mini-bus have been pur- 
chased and will hit the road 
once they are registered. 

The total cost of the 
classroom computers, labs 
and whiteboards with pro- 
jectors is $857,579; the fiber 
lines and telephone system 
upgrades total $532,787 and 
the new buses cost $619,500. 
Out of the $1.8 million total, 
the school budget is cover- 
ing just under $210,000 of 
the cost.

Quincy’s voters adopted 
the state’s Community Pres- 
ervation Act by referendum 
in 2006. The CPA fund is 
financed through a one per- 
cent surcharge on property 
taxes. The first $100,000 in 
assessed value for each resi- 
dential property is exempt 
from the surcharge, as are 
residential properties owned 
by some seniors and those 
who qualify for low-income 
housing. 

The state also matches 
a portion of CPA funds_in 
each community that has 
adopted the act. 

Voters in the 2013 mu- 
nicipal election approved the 
adoption of an amendment 
made to the CPA. Under 
that amendment, additional 
city revenue sources — such 
as hotel/motel tax receipts — 
can be included in the CPA 
fund and made eligible for 
matching money from the 
state.

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On Friday, Dec. 2, at approximately 5:18 a.m.; Officer 
Michael O’Brien was dispatched to Quincy Medical Center

Upon arrival, a nurse directed the officer to a room 
where the female victim identified herself and confirmed 
that she had been.a victim of domestic violence. She said 
she lives in Quincy where she and her husband rent a room

The victim recounted that her husband of 15 years came 
home intoxicated at approximately 2 a.m. and began yelling 
and accusing her of being in contact with an ex-boyfriend 
who lives in New York. The husband told her that he was 
able to get-printouts of her cell phone usage to prove this. 
While he was yelling at her, she saw a handgun in his waist- 
band. Her husband screamed at her to get out of the house. 

Very frightened, the victim fled to a neighbor’s house 


and asked them to call for an ambulance because she was — 


having chest pain. Brewster ambulance transported the. vic- 
tim to Quincy Medical Center at approximately 4:38 a.m. 
At the time, the victim did not reveal any details of what 
oceurred or was the cause. of the chest pains other than to 
say that. she was too afraid and just wanted to get away 
from the house. During the interview at the hospital, Of- 
ficer O’Brien learned from the victim that three months 
ago while her husband was yelling at and belittling her, he 
had his handgun out and was working the slide back and 
forth as if loading the weapon in a threatening manner. He 
made threats during several arguments that he would kill 
her. These events have been repeated over the 15 years of 
the marriage. 

_ Officer Christian Donovan arrived on scene and checked 
the State Police firearm database to see if the husband had 
a Massachusefts license to carry or firearms identifica- 
tion card. The victim said that her husband always has the 
handgun on his person or in the nightstand next to the bed.

er and inspecting the ring 


gear. If the starter needs re- 
placement it will take about 
an hour to replace. The cost 
of the part varies depending 
where it is purchased. The 
factory part can cost up to 
$450 or more with aftermar- 
ket remanufactured starter 
about half that price. The 
longer the starter grinds the 
more likely it could dam- 
age the engine’s flywheel/ 
ring gear. If the ring gear 
is damaged, the labor cost 
to replace it will take about. 
seven hours. My advice is 
get the starter checked as 
soon as possible to avoid 
additional costs. 

I have a 2008 Hyundai 
Sante Fe and the alterna- 
tor. is making some Ddise. 
and I want to replace it. 
I went to the local parts 
store purchased an al- 


‘ternator and looked up 


on-line how to replace it. 
The procedure was a bit 
vague.

“The point here is to 
make the most efficient use

_ More economic effect to the 


city and in the end creates 
more intrinsic value over 
time in terms of the public 
benefit.” — 

' Under current market 
conditions, however, McK- 
inney said a 15-story high- 
rise building is not financial- 


-ly feasible in Quincy — or 


elsewhere in Greater Boston 
except for select neighbor- 
hoods such as the Seaport or 
Back Bay. | 

To make the project fi- 
nancially feasible, the city 
would need to approve a 
121A agreement with the 
developer. Under that 40- 
year agreement, O’Connell 
would not pay property 
taxes, but instead would pay 
10 percent of gross revenue 
generated by the develop- 
ment-to the city. The gross 
revenue includes rents from 
the apartments and retail 
space, as well as other rev- 
enue such as receipts from 
laundry machines. 

“We have a conundrum 
in downtown Quincy in re- 


spect to high-rise construc-

Does Breast Cancer 
Run in Your Family? 


Part of maintaining life-long breast 
health is exploring your family’s 
medical history with your primary 
care doctor or OB-GYN. Do you 


have close relatives with breast 
cancer? If yes, you should discuss 
with your physician if you may 

be at higher risk for developing 
the disease and whether you 
might benefit from cancer genetic 
counseling and testing, or other 
means of intensified screening. 


-ccording to the Centers for Disease 

Aes and Prevention, each year, 

ore than 200,000 women in the | 

United States are diagnosed with breast 
cancer. About 3 percent of breast cancers 
(approximately 6,000 women per year) result 
from inherited mutations (changes) in the 
BRCA1 and BRCA2 genes (and other genes) 
that are passed on in families. There may — 
also be an increased risk for ovarian cancer. 
But, in many cases most cancers are not 
related to high risk or genetics. 


About 3 percent of breast 
cancers (approximately 6,000 
women per year) result from. 
inherited mutations (changes) 
in the BRCA1 and BRCA2 
genes (and other genes) that 
are passed on in families. 

“A woman’s lifetime risk of developing breast 


cancer is one in eight, and this includes 
women who have inherited mutation,” says 


Jan. Rothschild, MD, FACS, a breast surgeon 


with Carney Hospital’s Department of 
Surgery. “To maintain breast health, women 
should begin regular self-exams starting as a 
late teenager or young adult and then have a 


yearly mammogram screening starting at age 
AO if other risk factors are not present. If you 


_ have other risk factors or familial risk, do not 
wait until you are 40 but instead Speak with 
- your doctor for a tailored screening plan.” 


Breast Cancer Risk 


You might be at increased risk of having an 
inherited mutation in the BRCA1 or BRCA2 
genes if your family health history includes — 
one or more of the following: 
¢ Several close relatives «ith either breast 
- Or ovarian cancer 
* One or more close relatives with breast 
cancer at a younger age (before age 50) 
* Aclose relative with cancer of both 
breasts 
- Aclose relative who had both breast and 
ovarian cancer 
¢ Aclose male relative with breast cancer 
- Ashkenazi Jewish (Eastern European) 
ancestry plus one or more close relative 
. with breast or ovarian cancer 
- Aclose relative with a known BRCA(1 or 
BRCA2 mutation — 


All women should collect and record their 
family health history of breast and ovarian 
cancer. You can inherit BRCA mutations from 
your mother or your father, so be sure to 


‘include information from both sides of your 


family. Close relatives include your mother, 
sister(s), daughter(s), grandmother(s), aunt(s), 


niece(s), and granddaughter(s); and 
similarly for any male — with breast 
cancer. 


What You Can Do If You Are 


Concerned About Your Risk 


If you are concerned that your family . 
health history means that you might have 
an inherited mutation in your BRCA1 

or BRCA2 genes, the first step is to 

talk to your doctor about your family 
health history to.learn whether genetic 
counseling might be right for you. 

Your doctor may refer you to a genetic 
counselor or other qualified health care 
professional to. discuss your family health 
history. and to learn about your options 
for genetic testing.

When an Irregular Heart Rhythm Should Cause Concern | : 


_ s Children, many of us liked to play . 
doctor and listen to the sound of 
meone’s heart — the steady bump, 
bump, bump sound was fascinating for those 
curious minds. But what happens when that 


steady heart rhythm becomes erratic? For 


some people, they may have atrial fibrillation 
(AFib), which affects at least 2.7 million: 


_Americans. 


What is Atrial Fibrillation? 


Atrial fibrillation is an abnormal rhythm of the 
upper chambers of the heart causing electrical 
impulses traveling to the bottom part of the 
heart to create an irregular and/or fast heart 
rhythm. This irregular rhythm can cause 
symptoms, which may include: 
-* Fatigue 

¢ Shortness of breath 

¢ Chest discomfort 

¢ Dizziness at times 

¢ Swelling in the legs. 

¢ Fluid accumulation in the lungs 


This arrhythmia is generally not life-threatening, 
but it carries with it a higher risk of stroke, and 
many patients need to take anticoagulants, 
medications that prevents the blood from 
clotting, as part of their treatment. 


Who is at Higher Risk for AFib? 


- Typically, people who have one or more of the 


following conditions are at higher risk for AFib: 

- Advanced age cee 

¢ High blood pressure 

- Underlying heart disease 

¢ Drinking alcohol; binge drinking (having 
five, drinks in two hours for men, or four 
drinks for women) 

* Prior history of stroke or mini stroke 

- Sleep apnea 

¢ Other chronic conditions such as thyroid 
problems (specifically hyperthyroidism), 
diabetes, and other chronic medical 
problems 


Treatment Goals and Options 
for Atrial Fibrillation 


The goal of treating atrial fibrillation is to 
prevent the formation of blood clots, control 
the number of times per minute the ventricles 
contract (rate control), restore a normal 

heart rhythm (rhythm control), and treat any 
underlying condition that may be contributing 


to AFib, such as hypertension, hyperthyroidism, 


sleep apnea, and obesity. The severity, any 


other underlying medical issues someone may 


have, and the length of the AFib condition will — 
determine the best treatment options for them. 
Treatments options include medication therapy, 
and nonsurgical and surgical procedures. 


“Some patients are able to control their 

atrial fibrillation through medication therapy. 
Others may need to undergo a procedure 

like a cardioversion or ablation to manage 
their symptoms,” says Umar Shakur, DO, 

a cardiologist and attending physician with 
Carney Hospital’s Department of Cardiology. 
“Together, you and your doctor will determine 
the best treatment method for your individual 
condition.”

Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons, frequent computer use may be related to nerve, 
muscle, tendon and ligament damage in the hands.and wrists, as well as the back, neck and 
shoulders. The proliferation of laptops, tablets, smartphones, portable electronic games and 
other mobile devices has only added to the potential strain. 


Some Common Eonditions 
Overuse; poor posture and less-than-ideal 


work stations may contribute to some of these 


conditions. 


e Wrist and hand pain. The repetitive 
motions involved with typing 
and moving a mouse may result 
in tendonitis (inflamed tendons) 
or bursitis (inflammation of-the 
sacs of cushioning fluid). There is 
some controversy over whether 
Carpal tunnel syndrome is related 
to repetitive stress, but it may be 
possible. Carpal tunnel syndrome 
occurs when thickened, irritated 
‘tendons at the base of the hand press 
on a nerve. Symptoms may include 
tingling, numbness and sharp pains 
through the wrist and up the arm. 


¢ De Quervain’s tendinitis. Possibly 
caused by overuse (think constant 
text-messaging or game-playing), De 
Quervain’s tendonitis occurs when 
tendons on the thumb side of the 
wrist become swollen or irritated. Pain 
at the base of the thumb can make it 
difficult to grasp objects. 


e Back, shoulder and neck pain. Hours 
of hunching over a computer — 
especially if stressed or under a 
deadline — may result in sore and: 
strained muscles.

An Ounce of Prevention to 


Help Avoid Treatment > 


Here are a few tips to avoid letting your 
gadgets get the best of you. 


- — If you use a desktop computer, be sure 
' your workstation is properly set up with 
the monitor and keyboard adjusted for 
your height and optimal viewing distance. 
Using a gel-filled or padded wrist support 
may help reduce strain on the wrists in 
some cases. 


- If you plan to use a laptop for an 
extended period, you may want to 
consider plugging in an external-keyboard 
SO you can adjust the monitor to a more 
comfortable viewing position. The same 
applies to extended use of tablets. 


* Practice good posture. Don’t hunch your 
shoulders or cradle a phone i in — neck 
while working. 


- Take regular breaks. Get up Bae stretch or 
walk — if only for a minute or two — at least 
once every hour, and preferably every half 
hour. 


* _ Avoid constant texting. If you have-a long 
message to deliver, consider using your 
cell to call rather than text.

Stock Your Pantry 


The first step is to. load up on some good healthy staples that can be used as substitutes 0 or 
flavor enhancers.

Ditch the Fryer, Not the Flavor 


Instead of frying food in loads of oil, 
grab your healthy seasonings and give 
these cooking techniques a try:

Artificial sweeteners. Okay, this is a no-brainer for most people with diabetes. But try 
using a little sweetener in a new way. Instead of store-bought salad dressing, make this 
easy recipe at home. Whisk together two parts olive oil, one-part balsamic vinegar, plus 
salt, pepper and sweetener to taste. 


Low-sodium chicken or vegetable stock and cooking spray. Replace butter and oil in dishes 
where you would normally pan fry or sauté. The cooking spray helps prevent sticking - 
and the stock adds a nice rich flavor, especially when reduced. 


Sodium-tfree herbs and spices. Add flavor with herbs and spices, instead of using salt, 
sugar, and fat. Try garlic powder, pepper flakes and lemon pepper to add a punch 
to savory dishes. Try reducing the sugar in recipes by half, and add a little vanilla, 
cinnamon or nutmeg to keep your desserts in balance.

be occupied,” he said. 
William Baird, president 
of Web Engineering Asso- 
ciates, said he has been. in 
touch with the MassDEP of- 
ficial responsible for brown 
field sites in the area. Baird 
also. retested monitoring 
wells on site, and several of 
them had results that came 


back as “non-detect” “mean- 


ing levels of contaminants 
are too low for the labora- 
tory to quantify. 
“We have done some 
work out there — we’re by 
no means finished,’ Baird 
said. “There is a lot more 
assessment to do. We need 
to put in deep wells and we 
need to put in more wells. 
The more work we do in the 
site_ assessment, the better

._On Tuesday, Dec. 13, at approximately 1:10 a.m.; Of- 
_ ficers William Griffin and Mark Connolly were dispatched 
to a home in the Atlantic section of Quincy to investigate a 
“911 hang-up call.” 
. . The Communications dispatcher notified the officers 
that once the caller hung up the phone without saying any- 
thing, numerous attempts were made to call back but no 
one answered. The dispatcher alerted the officers that there 
~ have been numerous domestic incidents at that particular 
address. - : 
Upon arrival, the officers encountered a male in the 
stairwell leading up to his second floor apartment. When 
asked what occurred, the male said, “I had a minor argu- 
ment with my wife” and that he was making arrangements 
to stay with a friend for the night. He added his wife was in 
their bedroom and his 11 aa stepdaughter was sleep- 
ing in her bedroom. 


The officers entered the apartment to check that all par- . 


ties were unharmed. Officer Connolly waited in the living 
room with the husband while Officer Griffin went to speak 
to the-wifé in the bedroom and found her sitting on her bed 
crying hysterically. She blurted out that she caught her hus- 
band cheating on her again, this time with proof - a picture 
of an unclothed female on her husband’s cell phone. She 
said she confronted-him with this and he denied being in. 
any type of relationship with the female. 

Difficult to believe, she continued the questioning and 
could sense her husband was growing angry with her, de- 
manding she give his cellphone back to him. The wife/vic- 
tim stated she went into the bathroom and locked the door 
with his cellphone, which further aggravated her husband 

-as he banged on the door demanding his cellphone. The 
wife/victim stated that she exited the bathroom a few min- 
- utes later when she believed that her husband had calmed 

down. . 

As she sat on her fiving room sofa, her husband sud- 
denly jumped on top of her back attempting to grab his cell- 
phone back. She stated he took his left hand and wrapped 
it around her neck which strangled her. She began gagging 
and could not breathe due to the pressure he was putting 
around her neck with his left hand. He then released the 

pressure’ and grabbed a pillow that was nearby and put it 
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over her face suffocating her. 
The wife/victim said she - 
could not breathe and thought 
she was going to pass out, so she 
began to scratch her husband in 
self defense. He released the 
pillow from her, retrieved his 
phone and left the living room | 
area. She immediately ran into 
the bathroom and vomited her 
just eaten dinner into the toilet. 
Officer Griffin could not detect 
any redness or swelling in the 
area of the neck. The officers then asked the husband for

“his account of what transpired and he said that his wife was 


snooping on his cellphone and found a picture of a lady on 
it became hysterical and accused him of cheating on her. 


He added his wife suffers from depression and is currently - 


seeing a psychologist. He confirmed his wife would not 
give him his cellphone back to him so he walked over to 
her and ripped it out her hands. He said she scratched him 
when he ripped his phone out of her hands. There were vis- 
ible scratches on his right arm and the left side of his neck. 

At this time, the husband was advised that he was under 
arrest. ‘The victim declined medical attention but Officer 
Griffin summonsed Brewster Ambulance to check her out 
as a precaution.

On Tuesday, Dec. 20, at approximately 4:50 p.m., detec-_ 
tives from the Quincy Police Drug Control Unit (Detectives 
Cassidy, Powers, Klier, Duran, and O’Brien) were conducting 


~ gurveillance on a Quincy Point address due to recent com-: 


plaints that a male (suspect 1) was selling drugs out of his 
apartment and a white Volkswagen was often involved i in the 
activity. 

On Dec. 10th, the Quincy Police Die Unit sscatved a 
complaint on the anonymous tip line stating the same male 
with the same address was selling heroin and “Perc 30’s” on 
a regular basis. The tipster also stated another named male 
(suspect 2) picks up suspect 1 

in a Volkswagen and they travel to Chelsea to buy: heroin. 
The anonymous caller also stated suspect 1 deals in Oxyco- 
done tablets, also known as “Perc 30’s” on the street. 

Detective O’Brien checked the Massachusetts Prescription 
Drug Monitoring Program and was able to confirm that sus- 

_ pect 1 recently purchased Oxycodone tablets on Dec. 9. The 
detective then ran the license plate provided in the anonymous 
tip and it came back as a Hertz’s Rental Car. A search for of 
the name of suspect 2 did not provide any local results. 

The Quincy Police Drug Control Unit is familiar with sus- 
pect 1 as well as his address. On March 17, 2016, they ar- 
rested him for Distribution of Class B (Fentanyl) after he was 
observed meeting with a known drug user in the Seven Eleven 
Parking lot located at 75 Copeland St. in West Quincy. In 
August of 2016, Detective Duran initiated an investigation of 
suspect 1, based on citizen complaints, surveillance, and con- 
trolled purchases; all of which led to the issuance of a search 
warrant for his residence. 

On Aug. 19, 2016, the Drug unit arrested suspect 1 for pos- 
session with intent to distribute Class B (Fentanyl) and the 
search warrant was executed. As a result of the search war- 
rant, a number of items were seized that are indicative of drug 
distribution business. Both cases are still pending in Quincy 
District Court. 

Based on supportive evidence, Detective Cassidy conduct- 
ed surveillance of suspect 1’s residence on Dec. 18th and ob- 
served a white Volkswagen Jetta registered to suspect 2; pull.
